Nut A City Enterprise 

Officials pointed out that it is 
not a city enterprise but the city 
will join the drive by carrying 
on its own survey to seek out all 
waste material that can be found 
on city property. For this pur- 
pose. a WPA proiect will be car- 
ried on to find all hidden sources 
of desirable material, such as 
abandoned gas light poles and 
other public property no longer 
used. The survey will include 
abandoned buildings which may 
contain considerable metal.

A charge that the city had 
wasted 81500 by building a drain 
on Winter st., Newton Upper Falls, 
because there already was a drain 
in the street was emphatically 
i refuted by several members of the 
Board of Aldermen Thursday 
night on the grounds that the 
existing drain was "not worthy 
of the name.” 

I The contention that the money 
had been wasted was voiced by 
Alderman John Temperley. He 
i asserted that after the board had 
appropriated the funds at the pre- 
ceding meeting he made an in- 
| vestigation and was surprised to 
find that the work had been 
started before the appropriation 
was made and discovered that his 
hunch that there was already a 
drain in the street was correct. 
"The work was in progress for 
about a week,” he said. "The 
rsoney was spent before the ap- 
propriation was passed. Someone 
exceeded his authority. As for 
the rest, I am no technician, but 
I can see.” 

President Charles G. Floyd in- 
formed the board that as acting 
mayor last week he had received 
a demand from Alderman Tem- 
perley last Saturday that he issue 
a restraining order to halt the 
work on the new drain, because 
of the presence of an old drain 
in the street. 

Not Worthy of Name 

President Floyd thereupon made 
an investigation and was informed 
there was "no drain there wor- 
thy of the name" and that "it 
would be poor engineering to con- 
nect with the old drain." He said 
he therefore refused to halt the 
work.

j "I was assured at the time that 
! there was no drain at all on the 
street," Temperley retorted. “Not 
that there was one there not wor- 
thy of the name.” He added that 
| the drain he had discovered was 
! in working order, although it had 
been built 50 or 60 years ago. 

"In my judgment the money 
was wasted and I stand by my 
statement.” he declared. “I am 
not satisfied yet that we have 
gotten the most for our money.” 

Jamieson replied that he had 
proof that the street commissioner 
and the city engineer knew that 
there was a drain in the street, 
but had investigated and found 
some of the catch basins full to 
the top with gravel. ‘They dug 
it up in three places and found 
nothing but dry walls with a slab 
of stone over it." he asserted. He 
added that one of the residents 
on the street had remarked that 
he was glad that a new drain was 
being built because the old drain 
had caused his cellar to be flooded

Appropriations of 85,397,029.20 Are 
Approximately 8127,000 Less Than 
1941-Proposed Bonus Plan Defeated 

Budget As Passed Includes Regular Increases 
In Salaries for Department Heads, Clerks and 
Supervisory Force — Expect Tax Rate To Be Same 


Mayor Paul M. Goddard on Wed- 
nesday placed his signature on the 
■942 budget for Newton passed 
last Thursday evening by the 
Board of Aldermen totalling ap- 
orooriations of $5,397,029.20. The 
1942 budget is approximately $127.- 
000 less than that of 1941. As 
passed and signed, there was no 
provision in the budget for any 
general salary increase for city em- 
ployees. 

Th^ recommendation of Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard and the finance 
"ommittee that a five per cent 
bonus not to exceed S75 be grant- 
ed each city employee to keep pace 
with the increased cost of living 
was rejected by the Newton Board 
of Alderman by a vote of 11 to 
7 last Thursday when the 1942 
city budget was adopted. 

The board slashed $72,443 from 
the budget recommendations of 
the mayor, exclusive of the sum 

f $117,000 recommended for the 
proposed bonus. The budget as 
Inally passed totaled $5,397,029.20. 
compared with the mayor’s recom- 
mendations totaling S5, 469.472.65. 
The 1942 budget as passed is ap- 
proximately $127,000 less than 
that of 1941. 

Chairman Carl F. Schipper, Jr., 
of the finance committee predicted 
that the tax rate, which was S28 
in 1941. would probably remain 
unchanged. 

For the payment of the pro- 
Dosed bonus of five per cent of the 
first SI, 500 of each employee’s sal- 
ary. the mayor had recommended 
$110,000 in the general budget and 
$7,000 in the Water Department 
budget. The appropriation of 
these sums was recommended in 
a majority report of the finance 
committee. 

Presenting a minority report op- 
posing the bonus, Alderman Hen- 
derson Inches, a member of the 
committee, argued that while the 
proposed bonus was designed to 
offset the increased cost of living, 
the city employees had received 
less pay when the cost of living 
was higher. He argued ihat sal- 
ary increases equivalent to 10 per 
cent had been granted to City Hall 
employees in 1940 when a salary 
schedule was adopted and that 
salary increases granted in the 
budget passed Thursday night 
would bring the total increases 
to between 15 and 20 per cent. 

The budget as passed included 
regular salary increases for many 
department heads, clerks and 
members of the supervisory force. 

Referring to salary increases in 
the budget. Chairman Schipper 
said the finance committee had 
made changes in some instances, 
in two cases prevailing upon the 
mayor to recommend raises and 
in others refusing to approve th 
increases recommended by the 
mayor when the proposed increas- 
es were found to be not in ac- 
cordance with the “step-rate 
schedule.” 

He said the committee urged that 
city departments "start training” 
for the time when it will be nec- 
essary to reduce expenditures 
sharply. He added that the com- 
mittee would recommend no ex- 
penditures this year beyond the 
•sums included in the budget, and 
warned department heads to keep 
within their budgets. 

In reply to a review demand by 
Alderman Hoffman that the bud- 
get be cut extensively. Schipper 
pointed out that the greater part 
of the items, paricularly the pay 
roll of about $3,000,000 could not 
be reduced. The bonded debt pay- 


ments and welfare and similar 
items could not be reduced to any 
great extent, he added. That left 
a residue of only a little over 
SI. 000.000 which could be pared, 
he said, and the committee had 
done as much paring as possible. 

In the budget of the "General 
Department,” the board pared off 
$50 by reducing the recommended 
item of $250 for Planning Board 
to $200. The appropriation for in- 
surance of city property was 
$7,000 to cover' 15 school buildings 
of second class construction, the 
city infirmary and city boilers. 
The other items were: Salary of 
inspectors, $400: salary of regis- 
tration clerk. $200: auto mainten- 
ance. inspector of animals. $200; 
Memorial Day expense. $500: com- 
mittee expense. $100: Retirement 
Board pension fund. $71,051: Re- 
tirornpnt board, expense fund. 
$2,250. License Board clerk. 
SI .352: License Board expense. 
$100: Stenographic service. Board 
of Aldermen, S100: secretary. 
Board of Health meetings. $100. 

Executive Dept. 

The board made no changes in 
the Executive Department budget 
as recommended by the mayor. 
The following items were appro- 
priated: mayor’s salary S5.000; 
salary, clerical assistance. S2.000. 
increased from SI. 750 appropria- 
ted last year: salary, temporary 
clerk, $75: salary mesenger. $750: 
offW and miscellaneous expense. 
$1,200; rifle range expense. $500: 
audit treasurer and collector. 
$1,500; dog clinic expense, $1,370. 
Commenting on the salary in- 
crease for clerical assistance. Al- 
derman John Temperley remarked 
that the city was paying a chem- 
ist. graduate, of M. I. T.. only 
$1,750. Later in the evening the 
board granted the employee in 
question a $300 salary’ increase 
upon the mayor’s recommendation.

Electricians In 
Safety Campaign 

Newton Members Plan 
To Attend Convention 


"Eliminating Waste with Safe 
Wiring" is the keynote of the 
annual spring safety campaign 
sponsored by the Massachusetts 
State Association of Master Elec- 
tricians, which opens April 8th 
with a two-day convention in Bos- 
ton. Newton electricians who are 
members of the Charles River Val- 
ley Electrical Contractors Asso- 
ciation, which is affiliated with the 
state organization, are also par- 
ticipating in the drive to pre- 
vent waste in co-operation with 
the national defense program. 

Three fundamental ways of pre- 
venting waste, resulting from im- 
proper handling or use of elec- 
trical equipment, are pointed out 
by Joseph L. Winn, chairman of 
the convention. 

First, prevent electrical fires 
in the homo by maintaining prop- 
erly installed equipment and wir- 
ing. Loose plugs, worn cords, in- 
jured wire insulation, blown fuses, 
overloaded circuits require prompt 
attention. 

Second, avoid shock centers in 
the home, which can cause loss 
of life and burns. Avoid using 
electrical equipment in the bath- 
room. Beware of defective cords 
and wiring. Do not tamper with 
electrical outlets and wiring. Do 
not handle equipment with wet 
hands. 


Third, keep electrical equipment 
in good order. Do not immerse 
the appliance in water so the elec- 
trical element becomes wet. Do 
not overheat electrical equipment.

Newton High School is whole- 
heartedly participating in the new 
duties and responsibilities which 
have been created by the present 
crisis. In the vnrious departments 
of the school stress is being laid 
upon topics which the national 
war efTort makes vital. Both 
teachers and pupils are respond- 
ing to the call for emergency vol- 
unteers to fill positions in the de- 
fense program. 

First Aid Course 

Each building in the school is 
now in charge of a teacher with 
four assistants. Their duties in- 
clude caring for the injured in 
their respective buildings in the 
case of an air raid. The women 
in charge are: in building 1, Miss 
Helen White; in building 2, Miss 
Maguire; and in building 3, Miss 
Simon. Each floor is also in 
charge of a teacher, who has a 
first aid assistant and two mes- 
sengers. Miss Simon has general 
supervision of the first aid set- 
up. 

Forty-three boys are now tak- 
ing the first aid course being given 
in the gymnasium once a week in 
two-hour sessions. These boys are 
receiving basic training in Red 
Cross work from Mr. Frank Sim- 
mons. 

Under the direction of Miss Si- 
mon 25 girls arc receiving train- 
ing in the official Red Cross First 
Aid Course. The class meets ev- 
ery Monday afternoon from three 
to five. 

After ten lessons those who suc- 
cessfully complete the course will 
receive certificates. These girls, 
all juniors, will be able to aid 
Miss Simon in first aid work next 
year. 

Special Math Course 

As its contribution to the na- 
tion’s war effort the math depart- 
ment is featuring a math course 
after school for boys who did 
not elect advanced math for their 
senior year and who believe that 
the solid geometry will help them 
in obtaining a good position in 
the armed forces of the nation. 
This course is now in session Tues- 
days, Wednesdays, and Thursdays 
after school. It is given by Mr. 
Hussey and Mr. Mergendahl. The 
students attending receive no 
credit either toward graduation 
or toward college, but they be- 
lieve they will be helped by the 
added knowledge of mathematics. 
Projects of Other Courses 

In the social studies department 
many subjects pertaining to Air 
Raid Precautions and National De- 
fense are now being discussed. 
Some of these are sabotage, propa- 
ganda, discipline, safety, defense 
needs, and conservation. 

Mr. Maxim in an early March 
issue of the daily bulletin an- 
nounced that a typing course was 
to be started for senior boys. 
Since practically all records of 
the armed forces are typewritten, 
good typists are needed. In the 
navy a good typist may start as 
yeoman third class and work rap- 
idly up to yeoman first class. The 
first meeting of the new typing 
class took place Monday, March 
23. It is intended to teach the 
pupils the keyboard and the fun- 
damentals of typing. 

In the chemistry and physics 
classes the subjects pertaining to 
I war materials and to aeronauti- 
cal aviation are being emphasized 
by the teachers. 

The sewing classes have made 
over 550 arm bands for wardens, 
messengers and first aiders. Arm 
bands for those who arc to sell 
defense stamps in the lunchroom 
have been made by the crafts 
classes. 

Art 10A classes of Miss Ells 
have designed posters advertising 
defense stamps and bonds. These 
are on exhibit in the library. 

Members of the English Depart- 
ment have received a bulletin from 
Mr. Rinker suggesting methods of 
class procedure which will render 
more effective student co-opera- 
tion in the defense effort. 
Conservation Program 

A committee of Newton teach- 
ers, headed by Mr. Kidgcr was 
formed "to consider ways and 
means of promoting better un- 
derstanding and action regarding 
Conservation of Our Resources as 
a ‘must’ in the total war ef- 
fort for all people.” A bulletin 
offering suggestions under the 
headings of Conservation of Mo- 
rale, Ethical Conservation. Con- 
servation of Consumer Goods, and 
Conservation of Health was is- 
sued by the group. Miss Kenrick, 
Mrs. Kuntz, Mr. Harrington and 
Mr. Simmons are the other mem- 
bers from the high school. 

Reil Cross Work 

Under the supervision of Miss 
Rogers sixty-four girls have been 
doing Red Cross knitting. The 
group started in January and 
many girls learned to knit aided 
by Mrs. Newcomb and Mrs. Ben- 
son. Their work is for refugee 
children. Seventy sets of wrist- 
lets and anklets for use on snow 
suits, and fifty sweaters have- 
been, or are being completed. 

At the Red Cross production 
headquarters fifteen girls take 
turns working in the afternoons. 
There are also fifteen hoys who 
help with the rougher work, and 
two hundred who have volunteered 
to do so when culled upon. 

Junior Red Cross Cunteen Corps 

During the recent vacation, the 
following girls from the Junior 
Red Cross Cunteen Corps assisted 
in Canteen in various parts of 
the city: Marion Davis at the 
Newton Hospital, Arlene Andrews 
and Betty MeCrudden at New- 
tonville Red Cross headquarters, 
and Arlene Anders at City Ilall 
on the morning when some draft- 
ees left. The following other 
irjrls are on the reserve list and 
will he called for duty when the 
need arises: Caroline Gentile, Ma- 
rion Davis. Catherine O’Grady, 
Constance Libby. Agnes Hingston, 
Helen Maguire. Pauline Forslimb, 
and Janice Grover. This Canteen

Lunch Room and Assembly 
Hall Instructions 

If an air raid alarm should be 
sounded during lunch time the 
signal will he given as usual on 
I the bell, hut because of the noise 
in the lunchroom the lights will 
| be flashed on and off, on and off, 
as an additional signal. The pu- 
pils must immediately stop talk- 
ing and remain absolutely quiet 
while directions are given by the 
teacher in charge. 

In case there should be an air 
raid during a sophomore or jun- 
ior assembly, Mr. Kidger will have 
charge of evacuating the pupils. 
Some will remain under the bal- 
cony, for this has been pro- 
nounced a good shelter, but the 
others will go into the lunch- 
room where Mr. Peterson will be 
ready to receive them. The school 
has been granted permission from 
state authorities to use the lunch- 
room as an air raid shelter. 

Teachers’ Activities 
| Many teachers of Newton High 
, School are active in various posi- 
' tions of the defense program. 
Here are a few: 

Miss Maguire drives one day 
a week for the Metropolitan Bos- 
ton Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. She contributes her serv- 
ice, car, and time in the transport- 
ing of charity patients and soldiers 
to and from the hospital. 

Miss Curtis is now a captain in 
the Massachusetts Women’s De- 
fense Corps. She has also organ- 
ized a school in Medford to train 
wardens. 

Lieutenant Leathers is an in- 
structor at the Massachusetts 
Women’s Defense School in Bos- 
ton. 

I Miss Root is now working 2 
hours a week at the Newton Dis- 
j trict Warning Center which has 
control of twelve community re- 
port centers. 

I Mr. Drake serves as an auxiliary 
| fireman while Mr. Peterson is tak- 
ing over duties as an auxiliary po- 
liceman. Mr. Peltier and Mr. Pe- 
terson are in charge of building 
3 at night in case the assembly 
is being used. 

j All the pictures are being re- 
i moved from the corridors to nre- 
; vent danger from their falling 
during an air raid. . . Students of 
Mr. Taylor’s room have a total 
of $323.65 invested in defense 
stamps and bonds. . . .The Library 
Club has sent several thousand 
magazines to the American Marine 
Library. . . .28 teachers have taken 
Red Cross courses .... A project to 
train ten or twelve volunteers in 
each building as auxiliary firemen 
for combatting incendiaries is now 
under way. . . .Ten members of the 
faculty are on three shifts 

as wardens for the school at all 
hours. Th- v were chosen because 
of th*:r familiarity with the 
grounds. They are on call at 
any time during their shifts in case 
a warning signal is sounded. . . .If 
other cities should need helpers 
Mr. Simmons has some boys "on 
tap” who may be sent to assist 
.... Soon every classroom will 
have a list of all the pupils that 
are in that room each period. 
This serves as a check so that 
the teachers will know the lo- 
cations of all their pupils during 
a raid.... The emergency squad 
of twenty boys, under Mr. Sim- 
mons reports to the gym as soon 

as the air raid bell rings 40 

boys have answered the call to 
make model planes to aid in the 
training of pilots and aircraft spot- 
ters. Mr. Willard is in charge 
of this work. 

Another important phase of the 
defense program is the work of 
air raid precautions in the school.

I The armed services of the 
United States need 10.000 solid 
scale models of each of 50 differ- 
ent types of fighting aircraft, 500.- 
000 in all. and needs them now. 
The project in Newton calls for 
j 250 planes, 5 of each of tho 50 
different types. 

| The models are needed for pur- 
poses of aircraft recognition train- 
ing and gunnery sight practice. 
Reyond that, civilian groups will 
use the models for public educa- 
tion in aircraft recognition. 

I These models will he on an ex- 
act scale of 1 to 72. and made 
from aeronautic engineers’ draw- 
ings. The scale means that a 
model plane seen at 35 feet is 
identical with the true airplane 
seen at just under half a mile. 
By studying the model through 
the standard ring sight used on 
aerial gun mounts, the pilot learns 
not only identification but range

Decrease In Circulation In 1941 
Reported Bv Newton Free Library 

Trustees Report Librarian Lueht Will Retire 
This Summer — 3000 Rooks Given Service Men 
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An eight per cent decrease in 
the circulation of the Newton Fmo 
Library in 1941 due to "the world 
turmoil” was revealed Monday by 
Librarian Julius Lucht in his an- 
nual report to the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

At the same time, the trustees 
in their annual report to Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard, announced that 
Librarian Lucht will retire this 
summer when he reaches the com- 
pulsory retirement age. 

In a statement lauding his ser- 
vice. the trustees declared “When 
he came to us, all hut one of our 
branches were in school houses or 
rented quarters. Now six of our 
villages have their own fine li- 
brary buildings, and we have a 
separate boys and girls library." 
Librarian Lucht has held the posi- 
tion for 17 years. * 

Library Wins Honor 

Librarian Lucht announced that 
the Newton Free Library was ac- 
corded a place on the honor roll 
by the American Library Associa- 
tion "for outstanding publicity.” 

The total circulation o.' all 
books was 791,168 in 1941, com- 
pared with 861,718 in 1940. The 
circulation thus dropped 70,000 
lust year. 

“Libraries throughout the coun- 
try have continually reported con- 
siderable decrease in library cir- 
culation during tin* year, due of 
course to the world turmoil. We 
did not experience any consider- 
able loss until the last few months. 

“Non-fiction and fiction shared 
about proportionately in the de- 
cline. In spite of the general loss, 
if is pleasant to report some gains 
in individual libraries. Oak Hill

'The system of ‘step increases' 


in salaries for various library posi- 
tions which was adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen for the year 
1941 and succeeding years was re- 
ceived as a move in the right dir- 
ection. Junior assistants now be- 
gin on an annual salary of 8960, 
with yearly increases of $60 un- 
til a maximum of $1200 is reached. 

( Senior assistants begin at 81200 
and increase up to 81400 and work 
up to 81700. The figures for heads 
of departments are as follows: The 
I salary of Supervisor of Work with 
Children ranges from 81800 to 
82000; the Executive Secretary, 
head of the Branch Deportment, 
head cataloger and the Schools Li- 
brarian range from $1400 to $1700. 
Minimums and maximums were 
also established similarly for the 
buildings force and the library 
i chauffeur.”

I "More than 3,000 hooks were 
withdrawn from the library’s col- 
lection mostly fiction, and all 
still good for more circulation —

Mrs. William Cummings, who 
with her husband was on a 6-year 
assignment from the Baptist Mis- 
sion in the Shan States, Burma 
when the war broke out, has ar- 
rived with her two sons, Gordon. 
3, and Bruce. 7, at the home of 
her husband’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. E. Cummings of 49 Pelham 
st., Newton Centre. With her two 
sons, Mrs. Cummings left Namk- 
ham on January 8 and went north 
in n car with other missionaries. 
Failing to get seats in a plane to 
India, the group turned south on 
the Burma road to Rangoon. Eight 
days of suspense and anxiety were 
spent in Rangoon before the 
group could leave on a ship to 
India, which landed them at Cal- 
cutta after two days and two 
nights. 

After a delay of a week in Cal- 
cutta. the partv went overland to 
Bombay, a 48-hour, hot. dusty 
trip. Still another delay of a 
week in Bombay was ended hv de- 
parture on a ship carrying 175 pas- 
sengers. including 24 sailors and 
two officers from an American na- 
val vessel sunk in China. 

The ship missed a convoy at 
Trinidad by two hours and was 
forced to cross the Atlantic alone. 
; n constant fear of submarine and 
raider attack. The sail around the 
Cape of Good Hope to New York 
took 50 days instead of the usual 
36. 

Mrs. Cummings told of the anti

A few hours after the sudden 
death of Deputy Chief Henry T. 
Seaver of the Newton Fire De- 
partment while engaged in fight- 
ing a bru'rh fire, the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night voted to 
divide the duties of the office by 
providing for the appointment of 
two assistant chiefs. 

The Fire Department ordinance 
was amended so that the person- 
nel of the department instead of 
including "an assistant chief’ 
shall include "not more than two 
assistant chiefs." The change was 
recommended Monday night by 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard. It was 
originally proposed at the time 
that the personnel of the depart- 
ment be increased by the adop- 
tion of the two-platoon system 
over a year ago. 

A committee was appointed to 
draw up a resolution concerning 
‘he death of Deputy Chief Sea- 
ver. Alderman George E. Raw- 
’•on. who made the motion, term- 
ed the official demise "a griev- 
ous loss” and asserted that the 
Hocensad "gave his life for the 
protection of the people.” 

The board voted to appropriate 
'2.000 instead of the $10,000 sum 
^commended by the mayor from 
he WPA reserve account for the 
'onstruction of granolithic side- 
valks and curbing. 

Vice-President Joseph B. Jamie- 
son, Jr., chairman of the public 
vorks committee, explained that 
‘he S2.000 would enable the WPA 
f orce to continue to lay curbing, 
but further consideration would 
be given the rest of the sum ask- 
'd. He said that $155,000 of Fed- 
ral funds is still available for the 
idewalk project. 

Alderman Carrol J. Hoffman, 
renewing his efforts to reduce 
WPA expenditures, remarked that 
»he city should not "continue proj- 
ects to keep men working who 
could get other jobs." 

Chairman Carl F. Schipper, Jr., 
of the Finance Committee replied 
that the committee was of the 
-;ame opinion, but was convinced 
that the WPA force is "down to 
the residual number.” He said 
that were it not for WPA protects 
the city would have spent $200.- 
000 more for welfare relief last 
year. 

“The WPA is here and we’ve got 
to face it,” he said.

Abandoning the policy of "con- 
tinuous patching.” the Aldermen 
appropriated $45,000 from street 
bonds for the reconstruction of 
Washington st from the W’est 
Newton railroad bridge to Com- 
monwealth ave. 

That the project would prove 
more economical than the process 
of repairing the present road was 
the opinion expressed by Vice- 
President Joseph B. Jamieson, 
chairman of the public works com- 
mittee. He pointed out that the 
material for patching costs $4.50 
a ton and "keeps going up” and 


'hat the cost of labor is also a 
factor. 

"Washington st. is an important 
route and is used by heavy traffic, 
particularly at night.” he declared! 
He said the road would be rebuilt 
to a depth of 18 inches and that 
work would be done not only in 
accordance with state specifica- 
tions but even "a little in excess 
of state specifications.” The aver- 
age width of the street is 45 feet, 
he informed the board. 

He said the city was justified 
in undertaking the project be- 
j cause "street bonds are being re- 
; fired faster than new bonds are 
issued.” 

i Nevertheless. Aldhrman Charles 
j E. Hughes was not convinced of 
the wisdom of undertaking the 
project. 

"Street traffic is dropping off,” 
he declared. "It would be better to 
save the project for after the war 
to give the men something to do. 
The street is in bad condition, but 
the need for more work will be 
greater then.” 

President Charles B. Floyd in- 
vited him to suggest a better use 
for the money now. 

Hughes replied that it might be 
; used for "trade training.” 

The president asserted that the 
Trade School was “full.” "There 
is no room for any more machin- 
ery.” he declared. 

Hughes replied that he was not 
advocating the use of the funds 
for any other purpose now. "It 
i can be put to better use at a later 
1 time." he remarked. 

Alderman George E. Rawson de- 
clared that the street project "has 
got to be done.” "It has gone to 
pieces, because it had no founda- 
tion,” he said. 

Alderman John Temperley 
brought up the question of eligi-

Police Pistol 
Range Dedicated 

Marked by dedication exercises 
attended by Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard and members of the Board 
of Aldermen, the newly completed 
$17,000 pistol range at Newton 
police headquarters was formally 
opened last Saturday afternoon 
in recognition of the part he 
played in bringing about the proj- 
ect, Mayor Goddard received a gift 
of a pearl-handled .32 calibre au- 
tomatic inscribed with his name 
in gold letters. 

After the mayor had received 
the gift, one of the aldermen re- 
marked jokingly: ”If you carry 
that out of here without a per- 
mit you may be arrested.” 

But Chief Michael T. Hughes, 
who had made the presentation, 
had prepared for just such an 
eventuality. For he promptly pro- 
duced a permit in full force and 
effect and presented it to the 
mayor. 

The program included an ex- 
hibition of shooting by members 
of the police revolver team, con- 
sisting of Joseph H. Smith, John 
J. McGrath, Stephen Madden, 
John F. Lovely and David T. Dal- 
ton. A large assortment of fire- 
arms was on display. 

The members of the police team 
first fired at a regulation target, 
displaying almost perfect marks- 
manship. They then used a sil- 
houette target, Smith and Mc- 
Grath firing at the head zone, and 
Lovely and Madden shooting at 
the torso. Dalton gave an exhib- 
ition with a sub-machine gun. 

The guests also took part in 
the shooting and the aldermen dis- 
played such excellent marksman- 
ship that a movement was started 
to form an aldermanic team to 
compete with the police. Aider- 
man Charles E. Hughes, son of 
Chief Hughes, shot a nearly per- 
fect score. 

The range was constructed as 
a basement addition to police 
headquarters. The project was 
started more than a year ago, 
but because of shortage of mat- 
erials progress was slow. The 
work was done with W. P. A. labor 
and materials purchased by the 
city. Regarded as one of the fin- 
est police pistol ranges in the 
country’, if has among its out- 
standing features a backstop of 
armor plate 5-8ths of an inch thick, 
indirect lighting and a fine ven- 
tilating system. 

The movement to provide the 
department with its own range 
! was started in 1940 when the use 
of the range in the State Armory 
was denied the force after the 
Armory was taken over for a time 
by the Federal Government.

City Plans To 
Sell Waste Paper 

Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey announced last Thurs- 
day that instead of baling waste 
paper at the incinerator in Newton 
| Highlands, a plan of selling it di- 
rectly to a Boston contractor has 
been adopted. The income from 
this new system is larger than was 
derived from the former system. 

The material is now brought to 
the incinerator where it is loaded 
on to trucks and taken to the con- 
tractor in Boston, thus doing away 
with the necessity of sorting it 
here, and the crew which worked 
on the sorting has been trans- 
ferred to other work. 

The incinerator is now used only 
on Saturdays for the burning of 
combustible material that cannot 
be sold. The baling machine pur- 
chased by the city last year at a 
cost of $4000 has more than paid 
for its cost and will undoubtedly 
be used again when the market 
for the mixed unbaled paper falls 
off.

bility for Cousens Fund loans 
when the board voted to approve 
mortgage loans of $6,000, $4,000 
and $4,800. 

He said it was his recollection 
that the donor of the fund had 
specified that the loans be made 
to “workingmen” and he question- 
ed whether the applicant for the 
$6,000 loan would fall into that 
class. 

Chairman Carl F. Schipper den- 
ied that the loans were restricted 
to workingmen, stating that the 
donor of the fund had provided 
that the loans be granted to "des- 
erving citizens” and that the city 
solicitor had ruled that they need 
not necessarily be citizens who 
perform manual labor. “I am pos- 
itive you are wrong,” he said. “As 
a matter of fact the $6,000 loan 
is to be made to a minister.” 

Temperley replied that the size 
of the loan indicated that a large 
house was involved. “Big houses 
have proved a big headache to 
banks and real estate dealers and 
I don’t want the Cousens Fund to 
be in the same predicament,” he* 
asserted.

War Production Director Nel- 
son, speaking in New York City, 
said “America’s industrial plant 
is really beginning to roll.” He 
said airplane production sched- 
ules for* the first three months of 
this year have been met or exceed- 
ed, and production of tanks is 
ahead of schedule. 

Mr. Nelson said production of 
merchant ships is “rising rapidly” 
and this year’s schedule should be 
met. A Garand rifle is now avail- 
able for “every one of our combat 
soldiers who is supposed to have 
one,’’ he said. Production sched- 
ules for Anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
guns also are being met. How- 
ever, “this is no time for easy op- 
timism,” he stated, because the 
production of war goods is so huge 
a job “we can break every record 
we ever made and still fall short 
of the need.”

$100 million Smaller War Plants 
Corporation under the War Pro- | 
duct ion Board.

A book salesman whose defense 
was that he had bitten off more 
than he could chew was found 
guilty of larcenv in the Newton 
District Court Wedne^dav and his 
case was placed on file bv Jud^e 
Donald F. Mayberry after he 
made restitution. 

His arrest was the result of a 
complaint bv a Newton physician 
that he had paid $9 50 for a set 
of reference books, but the books 
had not been delivered. 

The defendant. William J. Dal- 
ton. 48. of the Hotel Clinton 
Springfield, was arrested there 
and brought back to Newton i^st 
night bv Sergeants Patrick J. King 
and Philip Purcell, who had in- 
vestigated the eompl’int of Dr. 
Carmen R. Petrillo, 449 Washing- 
ton st.. Newton, that he had been 
swindled. 

“I bit off more than I could 
chew.” the defendant told tha 
court. "I sold too many sets of 
books and lost money. I assumed 
that thev had all been shipped.” 

1 He said that after the Newton 
transaction he was forced to go 
out of business and go into de- 
fense work, but since then he 
had returned to the book business. 

Dr. Petrillo testified that ho or- 
dered the set of hooks ns a Christ- 
mas present for his son. He said 
the defendant called on him on 
October 28 and offered to sell 
him the set at a reduced rate be- 
cause of his profession. He said 
that Dalton declared that profes- 
sional men were being selected to 
buy the books at lower prices be- 
cause of the advertising value to 
the concern. The doctor stated he 
gave Dalton a check for $9.50 and 
waited for the arrival of the 
books. 

When a long time elapsed and 
they did not come, he started an 
investigation and learned that 
Dalton had moved from his office 
on Federal st. and was no longer 
connected with the firm which he 
hod said he represented. 

Despite the contention of the 
defense attorney that it was a 
civil case, the court found him 
guilty und offered to place the 
case on file if restitution was 
made. The offer was accepted and 
Dr. Petrillo got his money back.

3. The construction, as soon as 
possible, of a modern fire station 
in a suitable location, on Wash- 
ington st. between Newtonville and 
West Newton, to house the equip- 
ment and men now located at the 
Newtonville and West Newton 
stations. 

4. The replacement of alT four 
inch water mains with larger size 
pipe. 

5. The continuation of the 

work of connecting up all dead 
end mains of the water main sys- 
tem. 

6. The continuation of the 

twelve inch water pipe belt line 
around the city.

Plans are now completed for 
the issuance of War Ration Books 
in Newton on Monday, 9 a. m. to 9 
p. m.; Tuesday, 9 a. m. to 9 p. m.; 
Wednesday. 1 to 9 p. m.; and 
Thursday, 1 to 9 p. m.. May 4, 5, 
6 and 7. In order to save time 
it is suggested that those whose 
last names begin with letters A-E 
register on Monday; those whose 
last names begin with letters 
F-M register on Tuesday; those 
whose last names begin with let- 
ters N-S register on Wednesday; 
and those whose names begin with 
letters T-Z register on Thursday. 

On May 4. 5. 6 and 7. practically 
everyone must be registered for 
War Ration Books. Only inmates 
of institutions and those in the 
military and naval forces who re- 
ceive rations are excepted. 

Not everyone applies for his 
own War Ration Book, however. 
There are definite regulations as 
to who may make out the applica- 
tion blanks. Every person, 18 
years of age or older, must give 
careful consideration in advance 
of the registration dates to deter- 
mine if he is the one who should or 
should not go to school to make 
out his own application. 

The only people who go to 
school to register for themselves 
alone are those 18 years old or 
older who are not living with their 
own families at the present time. 
Any such persons who are tempo- 
rarily away from their usual resi- 
dences may apply for their own 
War Ration Books in whatever 
town or city they are at the time 
of registration. Students who are 
13 years of age or older and are 
living away from home must apply 
for their own War Ration Books 
in whatever town or city they live. 
The person who realizes that he 
should apply for his own War Ra- 


tion Book, but finds this an im- 
possibility because of being inca- 
pacitated on the days of registra- 
tion, may appoint a responsible 
person as Agent to make out his 
application blank for him. 

Every family group sends only 
one member, who is 18 years of 
age or older, to register for all 
members of the family who live in 
the same household. Any member 
of the family who is away from 
home temporarily may be regis- 
tered with the rest of the family. 
Students who are under 18 years 
of age and living away from home 
must be registered with the rest 
of the family. The information 
blanks delivered by the Boy 
Scouts contain a form to be filled 
out in advance by the applicant 
I for the family and brought to 
school by him at the time of reg- 
istration. This green form filled 
out prior to registration will sim- 
plify and shorten the time required 
of reg-

istration. 

| A child who does not live with 
his parents must be registered by 
| one of his parents, a guardian or a 
responsible person appointed as 
Agent. 

Housewives are encouraged to 
register for their families during 
the day. 

People are asked to go to the 
public elementary' or junior high 
school which is nearest to their 

home. 

Applicants will be asked to de- 
clare the amount of sugar in any 
form which they or their family 
unit own. People who have an 
excess, of sugar on hand must file 
applications in spite of the quan- 
tity. since these Ration Books may- 
be used later on for other com- 
modities besides sugar. 


"El” Protests Against 20-Mile 
Speed Ordinance In Newton 


A protest against the speed lim- 
it of 20 miles an hour in Newton 
imposed on trolley cars by a city- 
ordinance recently adoptefl by the 
Board of Aldermen has been re- 
ceived by the city government 
from Edward Dana, president and 
general manager of the Boston 
Elevated, and referred to the 
street traffic committee for study. 

Dana quoted the statute which 
permits a speed limit of 30 miles 
an hour for motor vehicles and 
expressed the opinion that trolley- 
cars which "travel together” on 
highways with motor vehicles 
should be governed by similar 
speed rules. 

He asserted that to impose 
greater restrictions on the speed 
of street cars than on motor ve- 
hicles would ‘‘cause accidents 
rather than prevent them." The 
ordinance adopted by the aider- 
men called for a maximum of 20 
miles an hour for trolley cars in 
the city, except at curves, where 
the maximum was specified as 10 
miles an hour. 

Dana addressed the letter to 
President Charles B. Floyd of the 
Board of Aldermen and asked 
that he be given an opportunity to 
confer with representatives of the 
board about the matter. 

Before the ordinance can be en- 
forced. it must be approved by 
the State Department of Public 
Utilities. 

In his letter, just forwarded to 
the board 1 by President Floyd, 
Dana referred to Section 17. 
Chapter 90, General Laws, which 


states that it ‘shall be prima facie 
evidence of "unreasonable speed" 
if motor vehicles travel more than 
30 miles an hour in other than 
thickly settled or business dis- 
tricts for a distance of a fourth of 
a mile: more than 20 miles an 
hour in thickly settled or business 
districts for a distance of one- 
eight of a mile, or more than 15 
miles an hour at curve, a comer, 
or at a point where the view of 
the operator is obstructed upon 
approaching an intersection.

Can Still Keep 
Homes In Repair 


“Thousands of homes in Amer- 
ica need repairs and work done 
on them to maintain them in good 
condition,” says Paul S. Collier, 
Director of Northeastern Homes 
Foundation, Rochester, New 
York, “and these home owners 
need have no hesitancy in going 
ahead to fix them up. The ma- 
terials are available for this work 
and there is no limitation on it. 

“When the Government set 
about to conserve critical materi- 
als necessary for our war effort 
and issued its recent Conservation 
Order, it took into consideration 
l he fact that home owners must 
likewise conserve their property 
investments and the best way to 
do so is to keep them in repair. 
For that reason, the Government 
exempted from its limitation or- 
der, repair and maintenance work 
needed to keep a structure in 
sound condition, providing such 
work does not involve structural 
change or change in design. 

“The average individual who 
owns his home should know, too, 
that contrary to iiu* impression 
which exists in many places, lum- 
ber and building materials are not 
'frozen and may be procured for 
use in a number of ways as estab- 
lished by the recent order of the 
War Production Board. 

"To obtain these materials, it 
isn’t necessary to have a permit 
or go through a lot of red tape. If 
a roof leaks and repairs are neces- 
sary, it can be repaired. If the roof 
is beyond repair, a new one can 
be put on. No one will question 
that. If the porch is in need of 
attention, it, too, can be fixed. You 
can get windows, doors, screens, 
storm sash, wallboards, flooring, 
and similar materials for any that 
are worn out. 

“Not only that, but a certain 
amount of modernizing and re- 
modeling can be done — generally 
as much as the average person 
would want to undertake at one 
time — a total of $500 can be ex- 
pended in any 12-month period 
without need of permit. 

“When it comes to stores, and 
other commercial or industrial 
buildings, you may go as high as 
$5,000,” continues Mr. Collier. 

“The Government recognizes the 
place which the farm occupies in 
our national War Program and 
it has generously extended the 
amount to $1,000 which can be 
spent on farm buildings (except 
residences) without the need of se- 
curing a permit. 

"A number of people have been 
concerned with the efforts of the 
War Production Board’s order on 
new construction. Some of them 
with foundations in, ready to con- 
tinue with framework, have be- 
come panicky for fear of loss in- 
volved in having construction 
stopped. This fear is needless, 
because the War Production 
Board specifically exempts such 
structures from being affected by 
the order. The only condition is 
that construction has begun; that 
is to say that materials were 
physically incorporated into the 
structure previous to April 9, 1942. 

“Then, too, this recent order 
permits the restoration or recon- 
struction of residential property 
damaged or destroyed after Jan. 
1, 1942, by fire, Ilood, tornado, 
earthquake, or the public enemy 
even though the cost exceeds 
$500. No permit is needed to re- 
store such losses if they should 
occur. 

“In defense areas, homes may 
still be built for war workers, 
providing their total cost is less 
than $6,000 und a certificate has 
been issued by the Director of Pri- 
orities. A number of such houses 
are being built because they are 
vitally needed and the Govern- 
ment recognizes and desires to co- 
operate fplly in muking adequate 
housing iaeilities available where 
the need exists for war workers. 

“Retail lumber und building ma- 
terial dealers are generally well 
informed and are in a position to 
help the uverage person take care 
of his needs within the scope of 
the Government Conservation Or- 
der.

A petition signed by 140 resi- 
dents requesting that the Oak 
Hill bus route be extended from 
Dedham st. along Brookline st. to 
the Brookline town line or to 
Horace James cir., West Roxbury, 
has been filed at Newton City 
Hall. 

It is the third petition of the 
kind to bo considered by the Board 
of Aldermen in recent months. 

The first, calling for a bus line 
on Beacon st., between Newton 
Lower Falls and Cleveland cir- 
cle, Boston, was successful to the 
extent that the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company has 
been prevailed upon to operate 
the line for a trial period. 

The second petition, filed by 
residents of the Charlemont dis- 
trict, requested the establishment 
of a bus line from the intersec- 
tion of Walnut and Centre sts., 
Newton Highlands, along Centre 
and Winchester sts., to Nahanton 
st. The latter petition is still 
pending. 

The company was reluctant to 
undertake the operation of the 
Beacon st. line and the Board of 
Aldermen turned down the peti- 
tion. but residents of Waban ap- 
pealed to the State Department of 
Public Utilities and the commis- 
sioners, after a hearing, prevailed 
upon the concern to run the bus 
line for a trial period. 

The latest petition has been re- 
ferred to the franchise and licenses 
committee. The name of Mrs. 
Jonathan B. Rintels heads the list 
of signatures. 

Extended To Huh Line 

About a year ago a petition was 
presented for the extension of the 
Oak Hill bus line from Dedham 
and Brookline sts., which was 
then the terminal, to the Boston 
line at Baker st. The petition was 
opposed by residents and property 
owners on Brookline st., who asked 
that the line be extended through 
Brookline st. to the Brookline 
town line, but it was decided to 
. grant the original request and the 
j line was extended along Dedham 
1 st. to the Boston line.

He had been sent back from 
Hawaii to attend an officers’ train- 
ing school in Oklahoma, but his 
homecoming was a complete sur- 
prise to his parents. He had re- 
ceived an invitation to his broth- 
er’s wedding, but neither he nor 
his brother had entertained any 
hope that he could make it. 

Corp. Hoitt (from Hawaii) told 
how he and other members of his 
battery at Schofield Barracks, 
armed only with automatic rifles, 
fought the attack by about 100 
low swooping Jap planes on Dec.

“I was in charge of quarters of 
my battery and was engaged in 
waking up the others." he said. 
“As it was Sunday, many were 
away on leave. Suddenly we 
heard a commotion outside. At 
first we thought it was our own 
air force staging a show.

Physicians, surgeons, visiting nurses, veteri- 
narians and regularly practicing ministers 
of a religious faith, when their cars are 
used for professional purposes. 

Persons engaged in fire-fighting services, 
police services, public health services, mail 
services or highway construction and main- 
tenance of equipment when cars are used 
in direct line of duty. 

Persons furnishing transportation to the 
public, when the purchase is required in the 
interest of public safety and convenience. 

Persons engaged in the prosecution of the 
war, directly or indirectly, including execu- 
tives, engineers, technicians and workers. 
Such cars must be used in transportation 
to or from or within factories, power plants, 


transportation or communication facilities, 
farms, lumber camps, mines, military or 
naval establishments, when the work done 
in such place of employment is essential, 
directly or indirectly, to the prosecution 
of the war. 

Persons transporting produce and supplies 
to and from a farm when applicant docs 
not own or possess a truck or other prac- 
ticable means of transportation. 

Traveling salesmen, when the car is re- 
quired in selling foods and medical supplies 
or machinery and equipment to farms, 
factories, mines, oil wells, lumber camps 
or similar productive establishments. 

Persons delivering newspapers, when the 
car is required for wholesale delivery.

Newton Squash ami Tennis Club Burns 
Mortgage on Property Wednesday Eve 


Fire Department 
At Nonantuin Fire 


The Newton Squash and Tennis 
Club with a club house and 
grounds on Commonwealth ave.. 
Newton, celebrated an unusual 
event for a social and athletic 
club, when it burned its mortgage 
at a dinner held on Wednesday 
evening, April 29. 1942. 

The possibilities of a successful 
athletic club were first recognized 
in 1934 by Lt. Col. Bernard L. Gor- 
finkle. long a resident of Newton. 
With the co-operation of Bennett 
Rockman the bank owners of the 
property were approached and 
they agreed to sell the entire es- 
tablishment for the amount of a 
mortgage and note. Col. Gorfin- 
kle then proceeded to build up a 
membership of one hundred. With 
the able assistance of Phillip 
Bronstein as vice president, Jo- 
seph Dietz as treasurer, and I. O. 
Goverman as secretary, the mem- 
bership has always been complete. 

With a view of some day own- 
ing the property free and clear Col. 
Gorfinkle devised an arrangement 
whereby a portion of each year's 
dues were directly applied to a re- 
duction of the mortgage. Realiz- 
ing that a change in conditions 
would take place with many of 
its members enlisting, a recent 
drive succeeded in having the 
members anticipate the small bal- 
ance due. and today the entire val- 
uable property is free and clear 
of all debts and obligations. 

Not alone has the club given its 
members the free use of its squash 
courts and four unsurpassed ten- 


nis courts, but it is equipped with 
every practical type of exercise 
machine with sanitary shower 
baths, locker and social rooms. 

The Club is a member of the 
Massachusetts Squash Racquets 
Society and recently was the win- 
ner of a class championship. It 
also is represented in the National 
Tennis Association and has suc- 
cessfully conducted each year, a 
Middlesex Bowl Tournament 
where nationally known tennis 
stars participate. 

During the evening Col. Gorfin- 
kle, the first and honorary presi- 
dent, presented a President’s Cup 
on which will be engraved his 
name as president for the years 
1934-5-6; Phillip <5.

DOS AND DON’TS ON 
MOPPETS FOODS 

REMEMBER: How your grown- 
up "tummy” would feel with a 
glass of milk, a glass of cold wa- 
ter, a bowl of hot soup and crack- 
ers, bread and butter. Then, how 
would you like someone to "stand- 
over” YOU to insist that you eat 
a huge meal? 

DO: encourage water drinking 
between meals. 

SERVE: enriched or whole 
wheat bread and butter with the 
main course toward the end of the 
meal, milk with dessert, soup and 
milk with the lighter meal, lunch 
or supper, fruit juice or vegeta- 
ble juice with the heavy meal, in- 
dividual small salads for the child’s 
"very own.” 

SEASONING 

Does your child complain "O! 
that again?” 

DO try a little lemon, orange 
or onion juice, celery salt, Wor- 
cestershire Sauce, or any other 
tasty seasoning. Well is H known 
that there is a "feeling” against 
the seasoning of children’s foods. 
Yet, actual experience has proven 
that foods properly seasoned are 
better than uneaten foods because 
"they have no taste”’ and "the 
same old things again.” 

REMEMBER: At Table bend to 
£our child’s eye level, look at his 
plate. Looks monstrous doesn’t 
it? Small portions eaten and the 
plate passed again, do more 
"good” than large gobs thrown out 
[with tears all around. 

It oftentimes takes only a few 
minutes to "make” a Food prob- 
lem child. And months, gray hairs, 
wrinkles and wailing, before the 
"reconditioning” takes place. 
That is the zest and savor for 
food returns to thrill the child 
once more. 

Cold cereal vs hot cereal 

REMEMBER: in the warm 
months 

DO use your cooked cereals in 
other ways: muffins, desserts, 
cookies, breads. 

Give your child a "change” too. 
He will “go back” to his hot cere-, 
als with more relish in the colder 
months. 

REMEMBER: Plan to limit in- 
struction in deportment and "ta- 
ble manners” to one rule a meal. 

DO explain "table manners” be- 
tween meals as you would other 
rules. Then, "don’ting” is taken 
as just another part of "growing- 
up.” At table "teaching” serves 
only as an upsetment to the nerves 
and digestion of all the family. 
Consider Tired Dad’s feelings and 
plan meal-time as "family-fun 
time” — not "reforming time!”

Chilled Apple Sauce Sherbet 
To one can of apple sauce add 
juice and rind of one lemon and 
sugar enough to sweten, cook very 
slowly until apple sauce is pink 
in color. When cold put in re- 
frigerator trays and chill until 
mushy. Serve in sherbet glasses. 

Orange Stuffing 
With Babi-Juice Oranges 
3 cups dry bread crumbs, 1 cup 
diced apples, one-half cup seed- 
less raisins, 4 tablespoonsful su- 
gar, two-thirds cup orange juice, 
one-quarter cup melted butter. 
Mix ingredients in order given and 
season to taste with salt and pep- 
per. A little more or less orange 
juice may be needed depending on 
the crumbs. After duck is roast- 
ed arrange on platter and dip or- 
ange slices in thick sugar syrup 
for trimming. Add one half cup 
orange juice to the gravy.

A vast quantity of “salvage” 
was destroyed and n thickly set- 
tled neighborhood was threatened 
by a fire that swept a large barn 
used as a junk shop at 100 Adams 
st., Nonnntum, early Wednesday

by David Meilman of 159 Adams 
st. and the building was owned by 
his mother, Mrs. Sarah Meilman. 
The structure consisted of a large 
barn with a shed attached. It was 
only 25 feet from the nearest 
dwelling. 

A fire in an auto owned by 
Thomas F. Kelly, 60 Elmwood st., 
Newton, resulted in a call for the 
Fire Department at 1:42 A.M. En- 
gine 9 of Chestnut Hill was sent 
to the scene because Engine 1 of 
Newton Corner was occupied at 
the junk fire. The auto blaze was 
quickly checked. 
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he was appointed lieutenant Sept 
23, 1923, and was promoted to 
captain Aug. 18, 1927, and assist- 
ant chief October 20, 1935,
